The Whereabovts of Lee Harvey Oswald 


If the Warren Commission vroved anything to me at all, it was the fact that Lee 
Harvey Oswald did not kill President Kennedy from the southeasternmost window of 
the Sth floor of the TSBD. Not one of the hundreds of witnesses in and around 

the area of Dealy Plaza saw the assassination occur the way tne Warren Commission 
said it occured. Not one of the hundreds of witnesses in and around the area of 
Dealy Plaza saw Lee Oswald shoot John Kennedy from the Sth floor of the TS3SD!1i! 
If this is so, then where was Lee Oswald at the time that the shooting occured? 
That is the purpose of this exhibit. 


Conclusions: 


1.) Of the Commissions "star" witnesses used to nlace Oswald at the 4th floor 
window not one was able to provide a nhysical descriotion matching that of 
Oswalds! Not one was even able to nrovide a clothing dcescrivtion to match 
that of Oswalds! Since none were able to vrovide a physical description of 
the man they saw, let us take a look at the clothing descriptions vrovided 
by these various individuals, : 


Howard Leslie Brennan- "light colored clothing, not a suit™ (19H),79) 


Bob Edwards- "light colored svort shirt, white or yellow. He said that the man 
he saw had "short hair" (194457) 


tonald Fischer= “onen necked shirt, light in color, probably white". Yis man 
had a slender face, light complexiona and brown hair (6H19)j) 


Amos Euins- no clothing deserintion nossible (2H207) 


James Worrell- saw only the gun barrel while running away from the scene of the 
shooting 


It is by ncow a well known fact. that Oswald was wearing 2 brown colored shirt 

on November 22nd., 1953. These star witnesses claim to have seen this individual 
fromat least the waist up, yet no one saw a brown shirt. Three testified 

that the clothing was light or nossibly even y=1llow, 


2.) There is both eyewitness testimony vlus nhetogracvhic evidence to indicate that 
two individuals were present on the 5th floor of the TS8D up to and orobably 
during the time of the shooting. Of the eyewitnesses, none again saw Oswald as 
one of the two men nor dees the film indicate a brown shirt in the "snivers 
nest", The shape appearing in the Hughes film is white in color while the 
negro neonle nresent on the floor below definately show uo as brownish in 
color 


3-} I believe that the evidence in this case noints to the fact that Oswald was 
probably on the first floor of the TS3P both before and during the shooting. 
Four neople gave testimaony and statements that Oswald was seen on the first 
Flocr of the TS2D between 12:09 noon and 12:35 o.m. True this is not overvelmine 


when compared to the number of neoole present in Dealy Plaza, but one must 
bear in mind the fact that this is four more pecole than actually saw Oswald 
shoot Kennedy, Of these four, two worked with Oswald in the TS8D and therefore 
knew him at least by sight if not by name. Also a fifth person testified to 
Oswalds presence on the first floor, namely %swald himself, The evidence to 
support this is the fact that it was Oswald who told the volice ahont the other 
two individuals who confronted him on the first flcor of the TSBD. These two 
vecple were found and questioned and verified the fact that they had indeed 
Stopped and individual on the first floor o* the TS8D and obtained directions 
to a nearby nhone from this individual, The time at which “Mrs. Arnold saw 
Oswald on the first floor is imnortent for this is the very same time at which 
other individuals situated on the streets outside the TSBD were already 
observing osople in the 4th floor of the TSBD., Oswald most certainly cannot 

be in two places at once,

chart which I have prenared of the first floor of the TS8N is included with the 
vositions marked where Oswald was observed.

Carolyn Walt Hose: in a statement to the FSI, 
states that she observed two men in the 
southeasternmost window of the "Sth floor" 
(most probably the Sth floor) of the TeoY 
One man had the window onen and was holding 
a rifle in his hands, looking south down 
Fouston Street; This man was wearing a white 
shirt and had-blend or lieht brow hair, 
The rifle did not annear to have a telescooie 
sicht. In the sane window and to the left 
of this man was a second man. This man Was 
Standing erect, wearine a brown suit ceat.

OBSERVATIONS 








Immediately after the shooting, Pierce 
Allman and Terrence Ford of WFAA tv., who 
had watched the motordade from the 
corner of Elm and Houston, ran across 
Elm and cnto the grassy incline. They 
then "ran full speed into the TSBD" in 
the hone of locating a telenhone to call 
the TV station, 
Upon entering the hallway they encountered 
a white male "whom they could not further 
identify" who vointed ont the vnosition of 
the teleohone in the room ahead of them. 
In his first interview subsaquent to his 
arresst, Oswald stated that when leaving 
the TS2D two mer intercented him at the 
front door and asked for the location of 
the telenhone. One man had a crew cut hair 
style. Pierce Zllman has brown hair which 
he wears in 2 crew cut. 
Also, James Yowell, Army Intelligence 
cbserved Allman and another unidentified 
white male using the vhone in the lobby 
of the TS3D about 8 minutes after the 
assassination,
